as many. 
I t is shoulder high on a sand hill, j 
H e estimates that the small amount 
planted will turn out at the rate of j 


1500 pounds per acre, seed cotton. 
Mr. R. A. Clark of Brightlight, 
ha.! Sure Fruit. 
He has tried 12 
different varieties of cotton in his 
time, and finds Sure Fruit the best 
he ever tried. 
He has picked 120 
pounds and will get as much more.

The Eagle got a good photo 
of this cotton as it stands, and we 
design having a cut made to illus­ 
trate the appearance of this fine 
cotton as it stands in the rows, 
along side the Jones cotton. 

L. Wilson of Tabor, called 
at The Eagle office and told us he 
was highly pleased with the cotton 
which he tried and will later give 
us an account of the returns.
